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Life sentence 
for cabbie killer 


Justice. Chaze Lamar 
Thompson found guilty 
of first-degree murder 
in death of Sergei Kostin 


Before handing down his sen¬ 
tence to Chaze Lamar Thomp¬ 
son for killing Dartmouth 
taxi driver Sergei Kostin, Jus¬ 
tice Glen McDougall asked 
the 22-year-old a question 
that may never be answered. 

“Why? Why?” he asked 
about Thompson’s reasons 
for taking out a gun in the 
backseat of Kostin’s cab and 
firing a round into the un¬ 
armed man’s head. 

“Was it to avoid paying the 
$25 cab fare?” asked McDoug¬ 
all. “Was it perhaps to rob 
the cabbie of a few dollars he 
might have had in his pocket? 
Was it to impress your cousin 
... or was it simply for the thrill 
of taking another person’s life.” 

McDougall handed Thomp¬ 
son an automatic life sentence 
in prison with no chance of 
parole for 25 years after a juiy 
of seven men and five women 
on Thursday found the North 
Preston father of one guilty of 
first-degree murder. 

The verdict brought loud 



sobbing from Thompson’s 
mother, who could be heard 
later crying just outside the 
courtroom and yelling, “No, 
no, no, give me my baby.” 

Thompson was arrested 
after Kostin’s body was found 
in a shallow grave in North 
Preston in April 2009. 

Kostin had disappeared 
after picking up a fare in 
Dartmouth in January. 

The Crown’s case during 
the six-week trial was bol¬ 
stered by testimony from 
Thompson’s cousin, Wayne 
McAvoy, who received im¬ 
munity from prosecution in 
exchange for his co-operation. 

McAvoy testified Thompson 
shot Kostin in the back of the

head when they arrived at their 
destination in Cherry Brook. 

“Taxi drivers will be able to 
breathe a little easier know¬ 
ing that (you) won’t be sitting 
in the backseat of their cab. 
They won’t have to worry 
about you putting a bullet in 
their head, or anyone else’s 
head for that matter,” Mc¬ 
Dougall said to Thompson. 

McDougall also spoke of 
the victim, and the effects 
his murder has had on his 
family back in the Ukraine. 
He referred to Kostin as a role 
model, who came to Canada 
to try and make a better life 
for his family. 

“His reward for being that 
land of person was a bullet 
fired from a gun by someone 
who obviously lacks any type 
of compassion, respect for hu¬ 
man life.” PHILIP CROUCHER/METRO

Chaze Lamar Thompson is 
maintaining his innocence. 

Sporting an all-blaclc out¬ 
fit, including a black baseball 
cap, Thompson stood quietly 
as the jury found him guilty 


of first-degree murder in the 
death of Sergei Kostin. 

Justice Glen McDougall 
later asked Thompson ff he 
had anything to say prior to 
being sentenced. 

“I would just like to say 
despite the fact that I was 
wrongfully accused, wrong¬ 
fully convicted, I just want my 
mother to know that she is a 


true soldier,” Thompson said, 
turning to look at her as she 
sobbed. 

“You don’t have to cry, 
just smile, because I’m going 
to smile. Your son’s not in a 
casket. You get to talk to me 
every night. You’ll get to hug 
me again.” 

Thompson didn’t testify in 
his own defence at trial, metro

As she spoke about the guilty 
verdict handed down Thurs¬ 
day in the murder of her close 
friend Sergei Kostin, Marlene 
Holden brought up the Dart¬ 
mouth taxi driver’s daughter,

tin) down,” Holden told repor¬ 
ters as she fought back tears. 

“You’re supposed to come 
for a better life in Canada. 
You’re not supposed to come, 
work as hard as you can and 
then get killed by some punk.” 

A victim-impact statement 
from 11-year-old Kostina was 
read inside the courtroom 
Thursday prior to the sen¬ 
tencing of 22-year-old Chaze 
Lamar Thompson. 

The sentence came shortly 
after Thompson was found 
guilty of first-degree murder 
for shooting the 40-year-old 
Ukrainian immigrant in the 
back of the head. 

Crown attorney Rick 
Harden read the statement, 
and choked up at several 
points. 

“He was for me not only a 
hard working daddy, but also 
a friend,” the letter reads. 

“I still cannot believe that 
I will never have (my) father. 
I miss him and will always re¬ 
member him.” 

Holden listened atten¬ 
tively as Thompson declared 
his innocence prior to being 
sentenced. 

“He has no soul. No com¬ 
passion,” Holden said of 
Thompson. “He’s in total de¬ 


nial of what he even did. He 
can’t move forward until he 
comes to grips with what he 
did.” 

Harden, who said he was 


pleased with the verdict, re¬ 
ferred to Thompson’s remark 
about being innocent as “high¬ 
ly indicative of his character.” 

“Although he used the 


word remorse, clearly he 
doesn’t have any personal re¬ 
morse for what happened to 
the innocent Sergei Kostin,” 
he said. 




Skull found in Sackville identified as missing Halifax woman 


Police in Halifax are hoping the 
family and friends of a woman 
missing since 1997 will find 
some closure now that her re¬ 
mains have been identified. 

Forensic tests have con¬ 
firmed the skull bone found in 
Middle Sackville in June 2011 
is that of Ciystal Dawn Jack, 
who disappeared in July 1997. 

Now investigators want to 
provide Dawn’s relatives with 
answers about what led to her 
death, and are asking the pub¬ 
lic to come forward with any 
information they may have. 

“Even though we realize 



it doesn’t fully answer all the 
questions, we are compassion¬ 
ate towards the family that it 
gives them a little start on an 


answer,” said RCMP spokes¬ 
man Cpl. Scott MacRae. “Of 
course, the bigger picture is 
to answer the questions as to 
what has happened to their 
loved one.” 

On June 9, 2011, a skull 
bone was found by surveyors in 
the woods near the 3300 block 
of Sackville Drive. Police an¬ 
nounced Thursday they believe 
the remains are those of Jack. 

The Nova Scotia Med¬ 
ical Examiner’s Office, the 
RCMP forensic crime lab 
and a forensic odontologist 
made the identification. 


“We only had a partial re¬ 
main, which was part of a 
skull,” MacRae said. “It had to 
go through heavy forensic an¬ 
alysis to determine an identity.” 

Jack was last seen at her 
home at 2448 Agricola St. on 
July 15,1997. She was reported 
missing to police eight days 
later. She was 30 years old at 
the time of her disappearance. 

Police believe Jack was mur¬ 
dered and say they are work¬ 
ing to try and find out what 
happened to her. 

When the missing person 
case began, police said others 


living in the city’s north-end 
were possibly threatening her. 
They also say she had links to 
prostitution and the drug trade. 

“There were suspicious 
circumstances surrounding 
her disappearance back in 
1997,” MacRae said.

The province’s minister of 
Health and Wellness said 
more public consultation is 
needed before methadone 
clinics are set up in commun¬ 
ities. 

David Wilson’s comments 
came on the heels of a pub¬ 
lic outcry against a proposed 
methadone clinic planned 
for a home on Dutch Village 
Road in Fairview. On Thurs¬ 
day, businesses were clam¬ 
bering to raise $100,000 by 
day’s end to fund a mobile 
service, which would scrap 
the Fairview proposal. 

Wilson called those efforts 
unfortunate, since he said 
more clinics are needed in the 
province. But he added his 
government will work to en¬ 
sure more public consultation 
is involved in the process. 

“It’s unfortunate that it’s 
transpiring in this manner be¬ 
cause methadone clinics are 
important; they are needed 
in the province,” said Wilson. 
“There has to be better com¬ 
munity engagement. I’m go¬ 



ing to move in the next weeks 
and months to ensure those 
opportunities are there.” 

Fairview councillor Russell 
Walker argued the same point 
on Oct. 2. Council supported 
his motion for city staff to 
reexamine zoning procedures 
for methadone clinics in an 
effort to include public con¬ 
sultation.

Gas regulation isn’t going any¬ 
where under the NDP govern¬ 
ment. 

Despite pressure this week 
from Progressive Conservative 
Leader Jamie Baillie to review 
gas regulation in an effort to 
lower prices, Minister of Ser¬ 
vice Nova Scotia John MacDon- 
nell said the program is here 
to stay. 

“It’s not something we 
should consider,” MacDonnell 


told reporters following Thurs¬ 
day’s cabinet meeting. “It was 
never put in place with the 
idea that it was going to bring 
in the lowest prices.” 

Currently the province’s 
Utilities and Review Board 
uses a complex formula to 
determine weekly gas prices. 
MacDonnell said he would 
support making that formula 
public so people could study 
the figures for themselves 
when prices fluctuate. But he 
said local media has a solid 


understanding of the formula 
and can accurately predict 
prices. 

“I’ve got to say the media 
quite often predicts the price 
and hits it right.” 

Media predictions for Fri¬ 
day’s price ranged from the 
price rising a penny to fall¬ 
ing 4.5 cents. Last week, the 
spread ranged from a two-cent 
to seven-cent hike. 

Liberal Leader Stephen Mc¬ 
Neil has consistently opposed 
gas regulation, arguing the 


program has done nothing but 
inflate and destabilize prices. 

Baillie believes every op¬ 
tion should be considered to 
lower gas prices for Nova Sco¬ 
tians. 

Premier Darrell Dexter ac¬ 
cused Baillie of trying to turn 
pricing over to big oil compan¬ 
ies that will assuredly raise 
prices. 

The Tories brought regula¬ 
tion six years ago. 

“If anybody believes that 
big oil really looks out for the 
consumer, we haven’t seen 
evidence of that,” said Dexter. 

Ed Kallio, gas director with 
Calgary-based Ziff Energy, 
called Nova Scotia’s regulation 
program perplexing and says 
it’s proof that government 
shouldn’t be involved in ma¬ 
nipulating the market.

Animal advocacy. 

Group calls for ban on 
permanent tethering, 
kennelling

tie your dogs up.’ We 
just don’t want them to 
be a permanent lawn 
ornament.” 


An animal-advocacy group is 
asking the province to ban 
the practice of permanently 
keeping dogs outside on a 
tether or in a pen. 

People for Dogs says the 
practice of keeping a dog re¬ 
strained, outdoors, essentially 
24-7, results in serious psycho¬ 
logical damage to a dog. 

“There’s all lands of excuses 
out there, but when it comes 
right down to it, it’s cruel,” said 
spokesman Scott Saunders. 

Current legislation to “aid 
animals in distress” doesn’t in¬ 
clude a definition of distress, 
an oversight that advocates say 
allows owners to get away with 
the practice. 

Dog trainer and behavioural 
expert Silvia Jay says owners 
are within the law so long as 
the restrained dog has food, 
water and shelter — which 
isn’t enough to guarantee the 
animal’s well-being. 

“It stresses the dog physic¬ 
ally, mentally and emotionally,

and the result is often a variety 
of behavioural problems, in¬ 
cluding aggression,” said Jay. 

Liberal MLA Leo Glavine 
says he’s heard from dozens 
of “outraged” Nova Scotians 
about the issue. He plans to 
ask the Minister of Agriculture, 
John MacDonnell, to clarify the 
law surrounding penned or 
tethered dogs when the legis¬ 
lature resumes sitting this fall. 

“Getting this very clearly 
defined should not be a long 
or laborious request of govern¬ 
ment,” he said. 

Saunders says with or with¬ 
out legislation, the discussion 
should be enough to change 
some owners’ behaviour. 

“It will send a clear message 
to people who are tying their 
dogs up 24 hours a day that it’s 
not socially acceptable,” he said. 
“I really think some people may 
be embarrassed that they’re 
using this practice.”

Protest takes aim at Acadian, VIA Rail cuts 


Mark Curtis felt the despera¬ 
tion caused in his hometown 
of Broken Hill, Australia 
when the train that served it 
and everyone in between the 
nearest city of Adelaide 500 
kilometres away, suddenly 
closed. 

So while he and his vaca¬ 
tioning family were waiting 
to catch the train in Halifax 
Thursday, they decided to 
join a protest at Victoria Park 
against the imminent closure 
of Acadian bus lines and the 
coming cuts to VIA Rail. 

“We’ve seen the effect of 


that in our community and 
how desperate it was,” said 
Curtis. “Seniors have to pay 
a $300 plane ticket to see a 
doctor. It’s been terrible on 
them. That’s why we’re here.” 

The 50 or so demonstra¬ 
tors, who included Acadian 
Bus Line drivers, VIA Rail em¬ 
ployees, and riders, weren’t 
only there to oppose the com¬ 
ing cuts, they were calling 
on government for a trans¬ 
portation strategy that could 
service Nova Scotians and the 
rest of Canada. 

Acadian Bus Lines is sched¬ 


uled to fold Nov. 30, while 
VIA Rail’s Montreal-to-Halifax 
service will be cut from six 
runs per week to three runs 
per week by the end of this 
month. 

Chad Johnston, the Can¬ 
adian Auto Workers’ national 
representative, said that not 
only should the services be 
brought back but they also 
must be bolstered. 

“The province needs to get 
an integrated model, which 
involves rail and bus and fer¬ 
ries working together along 
with the other provinces,” 


said Johnston. “The govern¬ 
ment needs to take an active 
role. We’ll continue to apply 
pressure. This is a start.” 

Halifax MP Megan Leslie 
was on hand and said she 
shares that philosophy and 
will pressure the federal 
government to bolster pub¬ 
lic transportation across the 
country. 

“Last week at the House 
of Commons the majority of 
MPs, i.e. the Conservatives, 
voted against a bill for a na¬ 
tional transit strategy,” said 
Leslie.

Art at Night hits

Halifax is poised for its annual 
transformation into a night¬ 
time wonderland of sculpture, 
dance and music. 

The fifth Nocturne event will 
begin Saturday at 6 p.m., boast¬ 
ing a glittering lineup of more 


than 80 forms of visual arts. 

Executive director Rose 
Zaclc says with a wide range 
of performances and exhibits, 
there’s certain to be something 
for eveiyone — even though 
more than 20,000 people are 
expected to turn out. 

“I don’t expect eveiyone 
to see everything, I’ve tried,” 
she said. “But that’s the point, 
everybody comes away with 
something different, and the 
conversation the next day is, 
‘What did you see?”’ 

The exhibits take place in 
five different “zones,” includ¬ 
ing Alderney Landing in Dart¬ 


mouth, on the harbour ferries, 
along the Halifax waterfront, 
through the downtown core to 
the Public Gardens and up to 
the north end. 

“The waterfront has some 
fantastic projects this year, 
where artists have really re¬ 
sponded to the landscape, the 
water, the boardwalk and the 
history,” said Zaclc. “There’s 
a real nautical bent to what’s 
happening down there.” 

Festivalgoers can navigate 
the installations on two char¬ 
tered Metro Transit buses, or by 
joining one of several organized 
tours. Although the event seems 


designed to bring the public 
into the artistic community, 
one participating artist says it 
also helps artists reach out. 

“Something like this gives 
us a chance to play, to play 
with the public, to speak to our 
audience and to find new audi¬ 
ences,” said Ardath Whynacht, 
a poet with Phin Performing 
Arts.

Judges speak out on 
Pussy Riot decision 


The Russian judges who 
ruled to keep two of the 
three Pussy Riot band mem¬ 
bers behind bars took the 
unusual step of publicly 
defending their decision, 
saying Thursday that it was 
made independently and 
without pressure. 

A panel of three judges 
at the Moscow City Court 
on Wednesday upheld a 
lower-court ruling to send 
Nadezhda Tololconnilcova 
and Maria Alekhina to pris¬ 
on for two years, but they 
released Yekaterina Samuts- 
evich after giving her a sus¬ 
pended sentence. 

Pussy Riot staged an im¬ 
promptu performance at 
Moscow’s main cathedral in 
February in protest against 
President Vladimir Putin 
and the Russian Ortho¬ 
dox Church hierarchy for 
openly supporting his rule. 
The three women were con¬ 
victed of hooliganism mo¬ 
tivated by religious hatred, 
but they insist that their 
protest was political in na¬ 
ture and not an attack on 
religion. 

The case has caused 
controversy in Russia and 
been widely condemned in 
the West, which may have 
prompted the judges to 



speak out. 

The presiding judge said 
the appeals court deemed 
it necessary for Tololcon- 
nilcova and Alekhina to re¬ 
main incarcerated. 

“The court has con¬ 
sidered all the circum¬ 
stances of the case and the 
level of danger to society 
and ruled that their correc¬ 
tion is possible only in iso¬ 
lation from society,” judge 
Larisa Polyakova said.

U.S. National Zoo scientists 
have determined a six-day-old 
giant panda cub’s death last 
month wasn’t momma bear’s 
fault, and life was returning 
to normal Thursday for giant 
panda Mei Xiang. 

The panda mom has 
stopped cradling a toy and 
left her den to spend more 
time in her yard. On Thurs¬ 
day morning, she strolled 
outside, found a fruity frozen 
ice bar and turned her back 
to a gathering crowd to enjoy 
breakfast. 

Mei Xiang’s cub, born 
Sept. 16, died of liver trouble 
and signs of lung disease, 


said chief veterinarian Suzan 
Murray. After a full necropsy, 
scientists found the tiny fe¬ 
male cub’s lungs hadn’t fully 
developed and likely weren’t 
sending enough oxygen to 
the liver. The cub was pos¬ 
sibly born prematurely. 

Zoo scientists are trying to 
learn more about how com¬ 
mon liver and lung defects 


are in newborn pandas. 

Zookeepers have said Mei 
Xiang took careful care of the 
cub. It weighed only about four 
ounces when it died. The tiny 
hairless, helpless creatures can 
be easily crushed, but the cub 
had no sign of injuiy. A small 
amount of milk in the digest¬ 
ive system suggested she had 
nursed, the associated press

T-shirt gets U.K. man jail time 


A British man who wore a 
T-shirt that glorified killing 
police hours after the deaths 
of two officers was sentenced 
Thursday to four months in 
jail, prompting condemna¬ 
tion from British free-speech 
campaigners. 

Barry Thew, 39, was ar¬ 
rested for wearing a shirt

His arrest came hours 
after two police officers in the

An anti-Muslim American pas¬ 
tor who earned an internation¬ 
al reputation after burning cop¬ 
ies of the Islamic holy text has 
been denied entiy into Canada 
hours before he was to speak at 
a free-speech rally in Toronto, 
organizers said Thursday.

The statement said Jones 
and a travelling companion 
were refused entry based on an 
arrest in Michigan last year for 
refusing to pay a peace bond as 
well as a fine by the German 
government for using the title

Jones said he appealed both 
disputes and won but the state¬ 
ment indicated that border 
officials told him they needed 
more documentation in order 
to allow him to enter. 

The Canada Border Servi¬ 
ces Agency declined to discuss 
Jones’s case, saying it was 
against their policy to share de¬ 
tails of any individual efforts to 
enter the country. 

“Admissibility of all travel¬ 
lers seeking to enter Canada 
is considered on a case-by-case 
basis based on the specific facts 
presented by the applicant at 
the time of entry,” the agency 
said in a statement.

One Bieber fan apparently 
signed her name on the wall, 
and after a photo of the signa¬ 
ture circulated online some¬ 
one sent the girl a tweet tell¬ 
ing her to jump off a bridge. 

Another Twitter user, 
Alexandra Ransford, was hit 
by a backlash for calling the 


Bieber fan who signed the 
wall a b--h.

Ontario has become the first 
jurisdiction in Canada to allow 
transgender people to change 
the gender on their birth cer¬ 
tificates without sex-change 
surgery.

Rabbis, officials clash on circumcision 


Northern Ireland. 

The issue unites social 
conservatives across 
the region’s usual 
divide between British 
Protestant and Irish 
Catholic 


A family-planning charity 
plans to open the first abortion 
clinic in Ireland, challenging 
decades of legal confusion over 
the extremely limited access 
to pregnancy terminations in 
both parts of the island. 

Officials at the Marie 
Stopes facility due to open 
next week in Belfast, cap¬ 
ital of the British territoiy of 
Northern Ireland, said Thurs¬ 
day they plan to offer non- 
surgical abortions to women 
whose pregnancies are less 
than nine weeks in gestation. 


Alternative 


The traditional route for 
more than 4,000 abortion- 
seekers annually in Ireland 
has been a flight to Britain, 
where abortion has been 
legal since 1967 and is 
available to anyone up to 
24 weeks pregnant. 


They expect protests and have 
declined to reveal the clinic’s 
street address. 

Women will receive medi¬ 
cation that causes a miscarri¬ 
age only if doctors determine 
that continued pregnancy 
would jeopardize their physic¬ 
al or mental health. 

Abortions under such cir¬ 
cumstances are supposed to 
be legal already in both parts 
of Ireland. But lawmakers 
have failed for decades to 
clarify the situation, leaving 


hospitals and doctors fearful 
of suffering pickets or law¬ 
suits if they’re publicly identi¬ 
fied as an abortion provider. 

In Belfast, Northern Ire¬ 
land lawmakers have repeat¬ 
edly bungled the publication 
of legal guidelines to doctors, 
while in Dublin, successive Re¬ 
public of Ireland governments 
have refused to pass legislation 
in line with a landmark 1992 
Supreme Court judgment. It 
ordered abortions to be legal¬ 
ized to save a woman’s life — 
including her own threat to 
commit suicide if denied one. 

“The law in Northern Ire¬ 
land has been veiy unclear 
for many women and health¬ 
care professionals. Our clinic 
will provide a safe, caring, 
sensitive environment for in¬ 
tegrated family planning in 
Northern Ireland for the first 
time,” said Dawn Purvis, direc¬ 
tor of the new clinic.

A group of rabbis is clashing 
with New York City health of¬ 
ficials over the safety of an an¬ 
cient circumcision ritual. 

Three rabbis and three Jew¬ 
ish groups asked a federal court 
Thursday to block enforcement 
of a new regulation requiring 
written parental consent for a 
rite called “metzitzahb’peh,” in 
Hebrew, which city health ex¬ 
perts said can spread infection. 

During the ritual, the per¬ 
son performing the circum¬ 


cision attempts to cleanse the 
wound by sucking blood from 
the cut and spitting it aside. 

The saliva contact puts the 
infant at increased risk of get¬ 
ting herpes simplex, a virus 
that is carried harmlessly by a 
large majority of adults but that 
can be deadly in newborns. 

The city’s Health Depart¬ 
ment said it has documented 
11 cases of the infection since 
2000 among children believed 
to have undergone the ritual. 


Ten required hospitalization. 
Two developed brain damage. 
Two died. The deaths prompt¬ 
ed some doctors to call for the 
practice to be banned entirely, 
but the city adopted a com¬ 
promise approach instead last 
month: Mohelim performing 
the circumcision would be re¬ 
quired to inform parents that 
the city believed the proced¬ 
ure was dangerous and have 
them sign a consent form.

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper has committed 
$20 million in Canadian 
aid money to help famine- 
stricken residents in Africa’s 
Sahel belt. 

Harper’s announcement 
came as he visited a United 
Nations centre in the Sen¬ 
egalese capital of Dakar on 
Thursday. 

The $20 million covers 
a period of three years and 
is aimed at improving food 
distribution and farmland 
rehabilitation. 

“Across the Sahel region 
of Africa there are many 
problems, including millions 
of men, women and children 
who are suffering because 
they do not have enough to 
eat,” Harper said on the first 
full day of his trip to Africa. 

“I know I speak for all Can¬ 
adians when I tell you we will 
not abandon you. The chal¬ 
lenges we’re talking about 
today go well beyond the food 
shortage, but obviously for 
many people this is the most 
critical challenge.” 

Harper was in Senegal 
before heading to the Demo¬ 
cratic Republic of the Congo 
on Friday for the summit of la 
Francophonie on the weekend. 

Earlier on Thursday, the 
prime minister visited a 
vocational training centre 
and announced Canada will 
contribute $5 million from 
2012 to 2017 to improve em¬ 
ployment opportunities for 
young people in Senegal. 

Harper was expected to 
take part in a roundtable 
with business officials later 
on Thursday before meeting 
Senegalese President Macky

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Hong Kong. Woman dies 
after blood-transfusion 
beauty treatment 


Hong Kong authorities said 
one woman has died and three 
others have been hospitalized 
after a beauty treatment in¬ 
volving blood transfusions. 

Hong Kong’s Hospital 
Authority said a 46-year-old 
woman died Wednesday of 
septic shock after receiving 
the treatment at a beauty clin¬ 
ic. The treatment is being test¬ 
ed as a method to fight cancer 
but in this case it was used for 
cosmetic purposes. 

The case has raised concerns 
about potentially risky medical 
treatments at the city’s numer¬ 
ous clinics offering procedures 
that claim to enhance a per¬ 
son’s appearance. 

Health Secretary Ko Wing- 
man promised Thursday to 
review regulations governing 
the clinics and other private 
medical facilities. Ko said the 
review would look at putting 
private clinics that cariy out 
“high-risk medical treatments 
or procedures under regula¬ 
tory control.” 

Health authorities are in¬ 
vestigating whether a regis¬ 
tered doctor carried out the 
treatment and whether the 
procedure was certified by 
Hong Kong’s Medical Council. 


The procedure 


• Injection. The procedure, 
known as DC-CIK, in¬ 
volves the "concentration 
and processing" of blood 
by a lab before it is re¬ 
injected into the person 
it was drawn from, the 
government said. 

The four also tested posi¬ 
tive for a rare superbug called 
mycobacterium abscessus, 
which is extremely resistant 
to antibiotics. 

The three women in hospi¬ 
tal are a 64-year-old in critical 
condition, a 56-year-old in ser¬ 
ious condition and a 59-year 
old in stable condition. 

They were among 44 
people who underwent the 
treatment at the DR Beauty 
chain of clinics. The treatment 
costs at least $6,320, accord¬ 
ing to local news reports. 

Police and health officials 
are investigating how the 
blood was contaminated and 
the relationship between the 
beauty clinic, the treatment 
lab and the medical practi¬ 
tioner who carried out the 
procedure, the associated press

Gruesome. Mom who 

glued daughter’s hands 
to wall faces sentencing 


A Dallas mother who admit¬ 
ted to beating her two-year-old 
daughter and gluing the child’s 
hands faces anything from pro¬ 
bation to a life in prison for her 
crimes. 

Elizabeth Escalona’s senten¬ 
cing hearing continued Thurs¬ 
day, a day after she pleaded 
for leniency, saying she was no 
longer the “monster” who com¬ 
mitted the attack. 

“I will never forgive my¬ 
self for what I did to my own 
daughter,” said Escalona, who 
pleaded guilty in July to felony 
injury to a child. 

Police say Escalona lost her 
temper last year with Jocelyn 
Cedillo over potty training 


problems. Escalona beat and 
kicked Jocelyn before sticking 
her hands to an apartment wall 
using an adhesive commonly 
known as Super Glue. The child 
was hospitalized for days. 

Judge Lany Mitchell has a 
wide range in choosing Escal¬ 
ona’s sentence: anything from 
probation to life in prison is 
possible. Prosecutors are asking 
for a 45-year sentence. 

Defence attorney Angie 
N’Dulca asked Escalona what 
she thought of photos that pros¬ 
ecutors presented earlier this 
week showing her daughter’s 
injuries. “Only a monster does 
that,” Escalona responded.

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Man set on fire, another shot in labour unrest 


South Africa. Violence 
has escalated at 
platinum mine since 
12,000 striking workers 
were fired last week 


Striking miners killed one 
man by setting him on fire 
Thursday while another was 
fatally shot, apparently by 
police, in rekindled labour 
unrest in South Africa that 
saw police firing tear gas and 
rubber bullets. 

The violence near an 
Anglo American Platinum 
(Amplats) mine has escalated 
since the company dismissed 
12,000 striking miners on Fri¬ 
day. Dozens have been killed 
in violence in other strikes in 


South Africa since August. 

One person died Thursday 
in a hospital after being hit 
by two rubber bullets likely 
fired by police trying to dis¬ 
perse striking miners, said 
Gaddafi Mdoda, a leader of 
the striking Amplats mine- 
workers. Another person 
died from wounds after be¬ 
ing set alight by striking 
workers, North West police 
spokesman Brig. Thulani 
Ngubane said. 

“The situation remains 
tense,” Ngubane said. 

Police Capt. Dennis Adriao 
said 40 people have been 
arrested in violence at the 
Nlcaneng informal settlement 
near Rustenburg. 

The mineworkers have 
vowed to make the mines 
ungovernable and to make 


it impossible for the world’s 
top platinum producer to 
hire new workers if their 
wage demands are not met. 
Evans Ramolcga, a strike 
leader, said last week that 
the company would hire new 
workers only “over our dead 
bodies.” 

Police apparently were 
responding to the miners’ at¬ 
tempt to stop operations at 
Amplats’ Bathopele mine on 
Thursday, according to the 
South African Press Associa¬ 
tion, which reported that two 
taxis were set on fire. Amplats’ 
operations in the platinum belt 
northwest of Johannesburg 
have been brought to a stand¬ 
still since most of its workers 
went on strike last month. Am¬ 
plats calls the strike illegal.

Wildcat strike 


South Africa has been 
under the grip of labour 
unrest since August, when 
platinum miners in Marik- 
ana staged a wildcat strike 
demanding higher pay.

Red-hot diamond 
planet discovered 

Astronomers have discovered 
a planet twice the size of 
Earth made largely out of 
diamond, which is orbiting 
a star that is visible with the 
naked eye. 

The rocky planet, called 
“55 Cancri E,” orbits a sun-lilce 
star 40 light years away in the 
constellation of Cancer and 
is moving so fast that a year 
there lasts a mere 18 hours. 

Discovered by a U.S.-Franco 


research team, its radius is 
twice that of Earth’s but it 
is much more dense with a 
mass eight times greater. It 
is also incredibly hot, with 
temperatures on its surface 
reaching 1,648 C. 

The study estimates that 
at least a third of the planet’s 
mass, the equivalent of about 
three Earth masses, could be 
diamond. 

Diamond planets have 
been spotted before but this 
is the first time one has been 
seen orbiting a sun-lilce star 
and studied in such detail.

Seven British 
marines arrested 
in murder inquiry 

Seven Royal Marines have 
been arrested on suspicion of 
murder in relation to an inci¬ 
dent in Afghanistan in 2011, 
Britain’s Ministry of Defence 
said Thursday. 

The defence ministiy said 
that the incident followed 
“an engagement with an in¬ 
surgent” and that no civilians 
were involved. 


It added that the seven 
were arrested Thursday by 
Royal Military Police, but did 
not name the marines. While 
the ministry said the marines 
were not arrested in Afghan¬ 
istan, it would not specify 
where the arrests took place. 

It is believed to be the first 
time U.K. servicemen have 
been arrested on suspicion 
of murder over events that 
took place in Afghanistan. 

Last year, a British soldier was 
jailed for stabbing an Afghan 
boy with a bayonet in 2010. 
The boy survived the incident.

UN report 
blasts Iran 
regime over 
rights abuses 


Resolution pending. 

Ahmadinejad regime 
under fire for stonings, 
post-election violence 
and detainments of 
journalists 


The UN’s human-rights expert 
on Iran is condemning the Is¬ 
lamic Republic’s reliance on 
stoning as a form of capital 
punishment, citing that as just 
one of a number of “deeply 
troubling” Iranian rights viola¬ 
tions, many of which are “sys¬ 
temic in nature,” according to 
a report circulating among UN 
delegations. 

Ahmed Shaheed, the Gen¬ 
eva-based UN Human Rights 
Council’s special rapporteur on 
Iran, also called for an “exten¬ 
sive, impartial and independ¬ 
ent investigation into the vio¬ 
lence in the weeks and months 


that followed the presidential 
election of 2009,” when pro¬ 
democracy protesters surged 
into the streets to denounce the 
election of President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad as bogus and 
rigged. 

Shaheed also “reiterates his 
call for the immediate release 
of all political prisoners,” ac¬ 
cording the report. 

The document will be the 
basis for an upcoming General 
Assembly resolution critical of 
Iran’s human-rights violations. 

Shaheed reported that at 
least 150 journalists have fled 
Iran since the 2009 elections, 

Iran detained more journal¬ 
ists than any other nation last 
year, according to his report, 
and to the New-Yorlc based 
rights group Committee to Pro¬ 
tect Journalists, which counted 
179 writers, editors and photo- 
journalists jailed in Iran in De¬ 
cember 2011.

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Montreal cop 
sidelined after 
violent exchange 


Profanity-laced arrest. 

Const. ‘No. 728 ' caught 
in video controversy 
for the second time 
this year 


A Montreal police constable 
has been suspended after 
becoming involved, for a 
second time, in an aggressive 
exchange captured on video. 

The officer, known as 
No. 728, in reference to her 
badge number, has been 
suspended pending a disci¬ 
plinary investigation, police 
chief Marc Parent said on 
Thursday. 

Const. Stefanie Trudeau 
first made local news ear¬ 
lier this year when video 
surfaced of her vigorously 
pepper-spraying a crowd of 
student protesters who ap¬ 
peared to pose no threat. 

This week, new video 



surfaced of a forceful, pro¬ 
fanity-laced arrest during a 
dispute that started with a 
man drinking a beer outdoors. 
She was also recorded making 
derogatoiy comments about 
artists, among other people. 

Parent apologized Thurs¬ 
day on behalf of the force. 
“These comments are com¬ 


pletely unacceptable, intoler¬ 
able and do not reflect our 
values,” he said. 

Trudeau was initially rel¬ 
egated to desk duty after 
video of the Oct. 2 incident 
was broadcast by Radio-Can¬ 
ada. It shows a man com¬ 
plaining that the arrest of his 
friend is unnecessary. Within 
seconds, he is put in a head- 
lock, dragged down a flight 
of stairs while in a cholcehold 
and handcuffed. 

One of the cellphones con¬ 
fiscated by the officer then 
records her subsequent con¬ 
versation with a superior, ap¬ 
parently without her know¬ 
ledge. The recording captures 
references to “rats” who are 
“guitar-plucking” artists and 
who wear red squares, the 
symbol of Quebec’s student- 
protest movement. There is 
also talk about choking a sus¬ 
pect, along with a string of 
unprintable epithets.

Telecom regulator asks 
for consumer input on 
wireless retail code 


Canadians are being asked for 
help to develop a national re¬ 
tail code for wireless services 
like cellphones and tablets. 

The CRTC said Thursday 
that it’s asking for help be¬ 
cause consumers have said 
their monthly contracts are 
confusing and the terms and 
conditions can vary greatly 
from one wireless company to 
another. 

“Our goal is to make sure 
that Canadians have the tools 
they need to make informed 
choices in a competitive 
marketplace,” CRTC chairman 
Jean-Pierre Blais said in a news 
release. 

The federal telecom regula¬ 
tor said consumers are being 
asked for their opinions on 
the terms and conditions that 
should be addressed by such a 
code and how the rules should 
be enforced, for example. 

The CRTC said a national 
code will help Canadians bet¬ 
ter understand their rights as 
consumers as well as set out 


the responsibilities of wireless 
companies. 

Canadians can participate 
online or write to the CRTC to 
give their views. The CRTC will 
also hold a public hearing Jan. 
28 in Gatineau, Que. 

Telus, which asked for a 
national code last spring, said 
a consistent set of national 
standards would benefit con¬ 
sumers. “They ensure that all 


Canadians enjoy the same safe¬ 
guards, same terms of service,” 
said Telus spokesman Shawn 
Hall. He said each province

rules would be “inefficient and 
could be unfair for Canadians.”

Trading up: Wendy’s revamps 30 -year-old logo 


Wendy’s pigtails are getting a 
tweak. For the first time since 
1983, the Dublin, Ohio-based 
fast food company is updating 
its logo in a move intended to 
signal its ongoing transforma¬ 
tion into a higher-end ham¬ 
burger chain. 

Instead of the boxy, old- 
fashioned lettering against a 
red-and-yellow backdrop, the 
pared down new look features 


the chain’s name in a casual 
red font against a clean white 
backdrop. An image of the smil¬ 
ing, cartoon girl in red pigtails 
floats above — though this girl 
looks more vivid and not quite 
as childlike. 

CEO Emil Brolick said the 
current logo had served the 
company well for the past three 
decades, but that it was time for 
an update. Still, Brolick said he 


was encouraged by consumer 
feedback in testing dozens of 
new logo variations over the 
past several months. 

“When we pushed things 
too far, they very much reeled 
us back,” he said, noting that 
it showed just how attached 
people are to the brand. 

It’s only the fifth logo up¬ 
date since founder Dave Thom¬ 
as opened the first Wendy’s in 


1969, and perhaps the most 
significant. The makeover 
comes as the chain known for 
its square burgers and choco¬ 
late Frosty shakes struggles 
to redefine itself in the face of 
intensifying competition from 
the likes of Panera Bread Co. 
and Chipotle Mexican Grill Inc., 
which are seen as a step up 
from traditional fast food.

Richard: Mark, despite being 
based in truth, this spy story 
has the kind of Hollywood 
feel that reduces the agents to 
stereotypes — the world-weary 
spymaster, the by-the-book 
boss wielding the “Clipboard 
of Authority” — and the mis¬ 
sion to a series of set pieces 
involving split-second timing 
and imminent danger. But this 
isn’t Tinker Tailor Soldier Spy, 
with that movie’s pensive take 
on the intelligence racket. It’s 
an Affleck-directed thriller that 
despite its overreliance on well- 
worn theatrics, works well. 

Mark: I’m so glad it isn’t 


Tinker Tailor Boring Spy. 
That put me to sleep. This 
is a fast-paced, often-fimny 
caper movie. Everyone plays 
their parts well, but it’s not 
an actor’s movie, it’s the 
story that matters. And what 
a story! It seems absurd but 
it’s too loopy NOT to be true. 
You might say the film buys 
into the American belief that 
Hollywood conquers all, even 
an international crisis, but 
it sends it up satirically too.

out. And he has the best line 
in the film: “If I’m going to 
make a fake movie, I want 
it to be a fake hit!” I actually 
spent time wondering if the 
fake movie might actually be 
watchable if it were made. 
The plot didn’t look any worse 
than John Carter. And here’s 
a nice paranoid thought: The 
Iranians in the movie looked 
dangerous, and the timing of 
the movie’s release, on the 
eve of a possible U.S. military 
intervention into Iran, seems 
convenient. A CIA co-produc¬ 
tion, Richard? 

RC: Great, now the Reel 
Guys are going to end up on 
some kind of CIA watch list. 
Thanks for exposing the real 
purpose of this movie.

When Caribou’s Dan Sna¬ 
ith first started frequenting 
dance clubs as a teenager in 
Toronto, he already couldn’t 
resist the lure of the DJ booth.

“The most exciting mo¬ 
ments in DJ sets for me, in 
the past, have all been: ‘Oh 
my God, I can’t believe this 
record exists. It’s so good, 
what is it?”’ said the London- 
based musician in a recent 
telephone interview. 

In recent years — just 
as Snaith found himself ex¬ 
hausted by the rituals and 
cliches of traditional live 
pop music — he found him¬ 
self returning to clubs, ener¬ 
gized and inspired by the DJs 
whirling through London and 
those moments of dance floor 
discovery that are hard to 


come by anywhere else. 

That’s what inspired his 
latest disc, Jiaolong, which 
the electronic composer — 
who previously recorded 
as Manitoba — will release 
Tuesday under the moniker 
Daphni. 

As opposed to his typically 
meticulous work with Cari¬ 
bou, Snaith breathed life into 
these nine tracks quickly, out 
of necessity — most of the 
compositions here had to be 
finished immediately as he 
worked to conjure new music 
for his set. 

And given that he worked 
with an analog modular syn¬ 
thesizer — a notoriously 
fussy machine with which it 
can be difficult or even im¬ 
possible to reproduce sounds 
created moments before — 
he didn’t have the option of 
fiddling endlessly with his 
spontaneously crafted tunes. 

“The whole point of this 
music is for it to sound like 
something unexpected and 
genuinely live and impro¬ 
vised is happening, so when I 
was DJing it in a club, people 
would get that feeling that 
like: ‘What on earth is going 
to happen next? We don’t 
know where this music’s go¬ 
ing,”’ he said. 

Yet fans who followed 
Caribou’s progression from 


the bedroom psychedelia of 
2007’s Polaris Prize-winning 
Andorra to 2010’s glittering 
dance-pop collection Swim 
will actually find Jiaolong a 
logical next step from a ce¬ 
rebral artist who usually fa¬ 
vours more dramatic creative 
left turns. 

On Jiaolong, Snaith again 
and again finds a groove then 
threads in layers of surprising 
colours. 

But while venturing into 
somewhat unfamiliar terri- 


toiy, Snaith was thankful for 
the ability to test his latest 
tunes quickly in front of dis¬ 
cerning crowds. 

“My most common experi¬ 
ence is making a track that 
I’m really excited about and 
coming back the next day 
and listening to it and think¬ 
ing that it’s terrible. That has 
always happened to me — al¬ 
ways,” said Snaith, who has 
a PhD in mathematics from 
Imperial College London.

Paul Shaffer to host Canada’s 
Walk of Fame awards show 



Paul Shaffer is no stranger to 
the spotlight — the 62-year- 
old musician and actor has 
spent the better part of the 
last 37 years on our tele¬ 
visions, first with Saturday 
Night Live and since 1982, as 
David Letterman’s musical 
director and side-kick. 

But in a rare turn Sunday, 
Shaffer will be the sole person 
in that spotlight as host of the 
2012 Canada’s Walk of Fame 
Awards Show. 

“I’m thrilled about it,” he 
says, sitting backstage at the 
Ed Mirvish Theatre, prior to 
the show’s taping last month. 
He was asked through friend 
Randy Bachman, if he’d come 
up to Toronto to induct the 
singer-guitarist. When Global 
TV found out, they asked if 
Shaffer would host the whole 
shebang. 

Shaffer himself was in¬ 
ducted back in 2006. He calls 
the Walk, located at King and 
Simcoe Streets in Toronto, an 
important validation. “You’re 
being honoured by your 
countrymen,” he says. “When 
I left Canada in the early 70s, 
you kind of had to [go to the 
States] in pop music. There 
was the Guess Who, Gordon 
Lightfoot and that was it.” 

Raised in Thunder Bay, 
Shaffer moved to Hogtown 
to attend the University of 
Toronto, earning a degree in 
sociology. He “jobbed” around 
for five years, before landing 
in a local production of God- 
spell. After performing in the 
Saturday Night Live band for 
five years, he worked as a ses¬ 
sion musician until meeting 
Letterman. 

Shaffer is regularly tapped 
to act as musical director for 
productions like the Rock ‘n’ 


Roll Hall of Fame induction 
ceremony, backing a who’s 
who of musicians and stars. 
You have to check your ego,” 
he says of these events. “It’s 
the first thing to go. 

“Their face is going to be 
on camera after all... you 
can’t tell them how to do the 
number, they’re going to tell 
you.” 

Canada’s Walk of Fame airs 
Sunday, Oct. 14 at 8 p.m. on 
Global.

Shaffer makes no secret of his 
love of R&B — the house band 
he leads at the Ed Sullivan 
theatre is modeled after an 
instrumental R&B group. He 
even keeps a Hammond B-3 
organ that once belonged to 
James Brown in his New York 
loft. ‘It’s so funky it almost 
plays itself,” he jokes. Shaffer 


had the opportunity to meet 
the Godfather of Soul on sever¬ 
al occasions whenever Brown 
dropped by to perform on 
Letterman. “Every time was an 
education for me,” he admits. 
“He invented so much of the 
stuff that we’re still dancing to 
today. Those experiences were 
some of my favourites.”

entertain the notion that the 
work stoppage could threaten 
the entire season.

“If any¬ 
thing, my thoughts are more 
just about whether the NHL has 
a date in mind (for the season 
to start) and just when they’re 
actually going to start negotiat¬ 
ing.” 

Much of Crosby’s optimism 
is rooted in the growth he’s 
seen since entering in the NHL.
